Regarding as it does the high nervous 
tension into which the high Mandaying 
were thrown hy the conclusion of Japari’s 
agreoment with France, Korea and Russia 
ag the motive of reformutory mov roment iti 
China, the “Kekumin” findsno more renson 
to be optimistic as to the result of thig 
hubbub, than with the brave show mado by 
the would-be reformers on the return of the 
Tavestigation Mission fromabroad. Viceroy 
Yuan's proposals can be takion as a powerful 
presentation by a powerful official, and may 
be expected to bear some fruits, Tho 
time ‘is cortainly ripe for such reforms, 
with tho Mandarins in Peking and the 
local governors in nervous dread of outside 
pressure, But one person of adequate in- 
fluence to mitigate if not fully counteract 


Viceroy Yunn’s views is Viceroy Chang, |, 


whom now the Court intends to consult on 
the Chihti Viceroy’s programme, — It id 4 
question whether the combined intinence 
of Viceroy Yuan and Prince King would 
overcome the opposition made by the 
elder Viceroy, shoukl he mako one, 
specially a8 he will be utilized by the court 
intriguers who are the real cause of con- 
stant quarrels among the high officials. 
The “ Tokya Asahi” feels sympathy for 
Viceroy Yuan's position. He noust think 
of tho safety of his position before he ean 
think of the preservation of the territoria 
integrity of his own country. Such is the 
easo with Vicerny Chang, or with any 
licials, for that matter.

ansiety rather for the condition of tho 
country that depends on some external 
stimuli for reviving the talk of reform so 
loudly needed.

PENNY POSTAGE, 

Speaking at Nowport (England) recently 
the Hon. R. K. Qauston, Postmaster- 
General of Great Britain, said that though 
he personally favoured iniversal penny 
postage, it would, if adopted, cost tho 
United Kingdom half-n-million sterling per 
annum. Nevertholess, it is safe to say 
that the advent of universal penny postago 
is incvitnble, as it is imperative, and 
it will probsbly be established during this 
present generation, The Postal Union is 
an institution of almost yesterday, but at 
ua single hound the carringe of n half-ounco 
letter was dropped from sixpence to 
twopence-half-penny. The Post Office 
itself is emphatically 6 nineteenth century 
creation, the product of the ago of steam, 
electricity, and scientific invention, and in 
the Inst 100 years tho postal system has 
made greater strides than in all its history 
since the days of Cresar, The net profit 
per annum of the British Postal Department 
is nearly £5,000,000. Penny post within 
the metropolis of London dates, by the 
way, from the year 1685, and, aftertaking 
run as » private speculation, was been.
